Easton replied that Stinson 


was under orders to cut ath- 
letic expenditures and make 
him the first target because 
of personal animosity. The 61- 
year-old coach put it this way: 
;'Hc wants an intramural 


program here with him run- 
ning it. 


Easton added 
"We now 


have nine partial track schol- 
arships and he is cutting this 
to four for next year — none 
of them full scholarships.

suppose the next move will 
be elimination of the KU Re- 
lays." 


The relays draw national 


attention but operate in the 
red. Easton said this made 
track a likely cut-down target.

Faaston’s firing was the lat­ 
est development in the two- 
year battle involving veteran 
alumni boosters, coaches and 
the administration headed by 
Chancellor W. Clarke Wescoe. 
Stin.son said Easton’s d i s- 
inissal, effective June 30. was 
because of the coach’s “ un­ 
willingness to follow adm in­ 
istrative and financial p r o- 
cedure necessary to success­ 
ful functioning of the athletic 
program -procedure 
w h i c h 
coaches of other sports have 
no difficulty in following.’’ 
Easton replied that Stinson 
was under orders to cut ath­ 
letic expenditures and m ake 
him the first target because 
of personal animosity. The 
61- 
year-old coach put it this way: 
“ He wants an intramural 
program here with him run­ 
ning it. 
Easton 
added 
“ We 
n ow 
have nine partial track schol­ 
arships and he is cutting this 
to four for next year — none 
of them full scholarships. 
I 
suppose the next move wdll 
be elimination of the KU R e­ 
lays.’’ 
The relays draw national 
attention but operate in the 
red. Easton said this made 
track a likely cut-down target. 
During the 40th Relays Sat­ 
urday, information on spring 
football was distributed in the 
press box . At the top of the 
page in capital letters was 
“ The Sport That Pa ys T h e 
Way.’’ 
Stinson, 37, was hired by 
Wescoe as athletic director a 
year ago. 
The move raised eyebrows 
around the Big Eight confer­ 
ence because Stinson, a Chi­ 
cago insurance man, had no 


experience in coaching or ath- 
letic departm ent adm inistra­ 
tion before taking over at K.U. 
He was an all-league halfback 
at KU in 1950. 
Before Stinson was hired, 
A. C. (Dutch) Lonborg n^as 
persuaded to stay on a year 
past his retirement date as 
athletic director because of 
the policy struggle. 
Alumni boosters 
w a n t e d 
football Coach Jack Mitchell 
as athletic director. Wescoe 
proposed a three-man board 
instead. 
“ It was a case of an am a­ 
teur telling career pros what 
to do,” Easton said. “ I’m will­ 
ing to be a sacrifice if it will 
get us straightened out.” 
Easton said he had made no 
plans, 
that 
he 
never 
has 
worked under a contract and 
will finish as KU track coach 
J une 30. 
Wescoe is on vacation, 
Vice-Chancellor J a m e s R. 
Surface said “ I regret the ac­ 
tion was necessary. I 
w i l l 
have no further comment on 
Stinson’s statement, 
w h i c h 
speaks for itself.” 
The Easton-Stinson dispute 


boiled to the surface over pro- 
motion of the relays. The fact 
that Randy Matson of Tex as 
world record holder in 
the shot put, planned to pass 
up the discus Friday wasn’t 
disclosed until Thursday night.
